It is the manutacturiiig estab-
lishments tnnt give activity and life to a city,
and it will not bo many Years before the entire
shores of Cooper's creek will become studdpd
with manufactories, and tie business prospects
Of Camden advanced In a hundred-Col- d ratio.

Our West Jersey roads are lor the
agricultural, commercial, and travelling interest
of the lower counties; and the proposed
load Is only calculated to direct trade
aud travel from Philadelphia to Now YorK,
or southward. The existing roads connect with
two roads to New York in a few hours, and our
larmers already have a choice between the mar-
kets of the two crcat cities, so that we see no
possible advantage to be derived by Jerse men,
while it must provp detrimental to Phihululpiiia.
Now York capitalists are lit the bottom of this
scheme; aud with tuia road running south, and
the proposed air-lin- e roud to inn north of Phila-
delphia, that city will be between two Urea. The
people of this section are opposed to being used
as cnt"paws to drag hot chcsuuts out 01 .lie tire
for Wall street stock-jobber- s aud speculators to
crack.

Tne Jhlawure, the L'armJen, the
West Jersey, and the Atiottiic, aro first-clas- s

Those who
remember the oM. clumsy, rolling "tubs," with
small, narrow cabins, can scnrcely realize this
agreeable change. It is evidence of progress In
the right quarter, and no iaiwuvement are bet-
ter calculated to advance the growta of Cumdeu.

Shocking Tragedy A Honse Burned and
lour Children Perished in the 1 lames.

From the Shakopte, Minn., Arfiua, th.
One of the most heart-rendin-g accidents by

fire that has ever come to our notice, took place
on the opposite side ol the river, aud about two
luiles Ironi Hello Plain, on the night ol Thurs-
day last. The name of the unfortunate family
w as Bhilock, composed of Mr. and Jlrs. ShiloeK
and live children, the oldest sorno eight or ten
years of nge. During the night Mrs. Shilock
awoke nnd Ibund the house In flames, wheu she
immediately sprantr from the bed, and remem
bering the tour children in the other room, that
w as reached by a passage, she rushed to their
rescue.

Mr. 6hi"ock followed an Instant later, but in
his passage broke through the bummer lloor and
tell into the cellar. By a despernte etfort,
almost suffocated by heat and smoke, he again
reached the bed which he had lelt, and grasping
the sleeping babe, threw it through a window
which he broke out; but upon turning to see
what bad become of his wile, he was met by the
flames, and but barely escaped by the window
through which he had thro.vn his child. Upon
reaching the outside, he heard the cries of his
wife irom the entry way, or narrow hall, who
had been lrant call.y endeavoring to gain the
room occupied by the children, uniil she herself
had become surrounded by flrj.

Through almost superhuman exertions he
succeeded in bursting in the door and rescuing
bcr, although both were teribly burned. They
now used every exertion to save the children, but
all to do purpose, and soon they were enabled to
Fee the four standing together in the middle of
the room, clinging to each other, with their eves
raised toward heaven, in whica position they
were consumed by the flames, in full Bight of
their agonized parents, who could lend them no
aid.

What must have been their feelings ? Nothing,
of course, was saved, and there they were, some
ways liom assistance, left almost childless in
the manner described, themselves badly burned,
and exposed to the bitter cold weather, with, no
protection but their nieht-clothe- s. They suc-
ceeded in reaching a neighbor's house, where
they were cared for in a proper manner. The
charred remains ot the four children were after-
wards taken from the house.

The Bagpipes not Scotch, but English.
At a meeting in Edinburch, the Lord Advo-

cate said: "Most people think that t'ie bagpipe
Is a Scotch instrument. Soiae are proud of tne
bagpipe, others are afraid of it but, whether by
its friends or its foes, the bagpipe is looked upon
by us as something national. Now, I am not at
all sure that we are entitled to any such praise
or blame. I believe it could be demonstrated

though our friends on the otticr side ot the
Tweed would be excessivelv indignant I believe
it could be demonstrated that the bagpipe is an
English instrument essentially English that
the English were ihe original bagpipers; aud I
find in confirmation of this that Shakespeare,
who was an authority in music, refers to the
bauplpes constantly ; but h" doss not introduce
them into Macbeth. The iruiies In Maabech don't
inarch on Dunsinane to the bound ot the bag-
pipe, and he speaks of the drone of the Lincoln-
shire and the Yorkshire bagpipe. He speaks of
a person "lauphing like a parrot at a bairpiper,"
but all without in slightest Caledonian refer-
ence. And when, wo look ac the works in the
Register House, aud show now our former
monarch spent their income, we find their

for music put down in such entries as
the followim:: 'To the Entrlhh piper, three
shillings aud sixpence.' Sco'chmeu were not
the pipers, they were harpeiv. The harp was
the old Scotch instrument, mi 1 1 believe con-
